it may seem strange to 
some to mention loneliness as 
an experience of a saint of God 
but whether it is right or 
wrong there are many pre- 
cious deeply consecrated souls 
that are ready to acknowledge 
that at times they feel a senze 
of loneliness creeping over 
them and with some this fecl- 
ing has lasted for days at a 
time. No doubt some have 
been sorely tempted because 
of this feeling. They have 
thought they had probably 
disobeyed God anc was suf- 
fering on account of it. Have 
gone through a self examina- 
tionandfound nothing wrong, 
but still felt lonely. 








it has been xo strong somc= 
times that they felt God had 
forsaken them and still could 
see no reaon for Him doing 
so as they haa been prayerful 
and obedient as far as they 
had light and knowledge. 
some have become discour- 
aged and about ready to give 
up the christian race when 
something would occur to 
change matters slightly so 


they would try it again and a-- 


gain. 

Most every one has had an 
experience in life that father 
would be away from home and 
the home would seem so lone- 
ly without father. Mother 
has been gone and kept away 
longer than you expected and 


the hours passed so slowly by 
while waiting for mother to 
return. The house seemed so 
lonely without mother. A 
member of the family has 
been suddenly taken away by 
the cruel hand of death and 
of course the loneliness could 
not be shaken off for days 
and even weeks. 

The strange part of this 
loneliness is that one filled 
with the Holy Ghost would be 
called upon to have such an 
experience, Heis the com- 
forter. Come to abide for- 
ever. When He came intu 
your life He came talking in 
other tongues and glorifying 
Jesus. There was no loneli- 
ness then, why should one, 
who lives such a holy life that 
there would be no cause for 
this divine person to move, 
out of His dwelling place, ev- 
er get to feeling lonely? 

Listen, dear child of God, 
you have asked God over and 
over again to make you more 
like Jesus. Now if He is an- 
swering your prayer you 
should not think so strange 
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of your strange experience. 
You remember He said He 
was not of this world, and He 
said His disciples would be 
the’same way. He did not 
fit in the world for He was 
from heaven. He retired to 
the mountains alone to pray. 
He walked the sea one dark 
stormy night all alone. Ma- 
ny places where He went He 
was not wanted and He had 
to leave. Although He did 
good everywhere He went, 
His good works not appreciat- 
ed by the masses. He wasa 
lonely pilgrim. Although He 
sought companionship among 
His disciples, yet they did 
not understand Him and even 
while he was with them he 
was lonely. He sometimes sep- 
arated Peter, James and John 
from the others and took them 
with Him alone, but still they 
could not enter fully into his 
companionship, for one lone- 
ly night while they slept lle 
was suffering the agonies of 
death twice told and no one 
to sooth His aching brow nor 
offer a word of sympathy. 

The loneliness seemed to 
increase as the howling mot 
came upon him and roughly 
drew him away from those 
that did stick the closest to 
Him. The next day while 
He was hanging on the cruel 
cross, to make the ioneliness 
more intenseand the gloom 
more dense the sun refused to 
shine, thus plunging him into 
midnight darkness while his 
life was fast ebbing away. 

The climax of loneliness 
was reached at about the 
ninth hour of the day when 
He cried ‘‘Eloi, Eloi, lama sa- 
bachthani? which is, interpret- 
ed, My God, my God, why 


has thou forsaken me?’’ His 
mother was not allowed to put 
her sympathetic hand upon 
feverish brow. His friends 
had to stand back while he 
suffered there alone. ‘The 
thief railed on him. One of- 
fered him vinegar to drink in- 
stead of pure cold water. 
There he was, suspended on 
that rugged cross in that dark 
hour all alone. Even God 
seemed to have forsaken hin. 
He not only lived a lonely 
life on earth, but he died a 
lonely death. 

Dear friends, saints of the 
most high God, if your Savior 
who is your pattern, lived a 
lonely life and died a lonely 
death you should not be dis- 
couraged if you should follow 
in his footsteps. In fact you 
have often told your God in 
sincere prayer to make you 
like him and lead you in his 
paths. His was the lonely 
way. The more you become 
like him the less the world 
will applaud you and the 
more lonely you~ will feel. 
The Holy Ghost has come in- 
to your life to reveal Jesus in 
you. You feel lonely because 
your spiritual nature is carry- 
ing you forther and farther 
from the world. There is a 
wide space between God’s 
true children and the world. 

You will remember, {oo, 
that the very one that betray- 


ed our Lord into the hands of 


the cruel mob was one of His 
own company. No one else 
could have done it successful- 
ly. It would not have had 
the same effect for an outsider 
to have done the deed. [t 
must be a companion that the 
Scripture might be fulfilled, 
The very thing that pushed 


you off into a state of loneli- 
ness necessary to your best in- 
terests may have been doue by 
afriend as unknowingly and 
as helpless as was Judas. 
You have asked to follow your 
Lord You said you 
would doit. Then be careful 
you do not murmur when you 
are elbowed off until you feel 
you have no one in whom you 
can confide. You need not be 
at at all surprised nor dismay - 
edif you do frequently feel 
that God Himself has forsaken 
you.

Although he will never 
forsake you, yet you may feel 
that he has. 

[tisonly God’s way of deal- 
ing with you. Do not mur- 
muror complain and thus mar 
the vessel into which He is to 
mould you. Let Him alone. 
You feel He has forsaken you 
and you feel such a sense of 
loneliness, but take it patient- 
ly. Itis for your good. If 
Jesus learned obedience and 
was made perfect by the things 
He suffered you may expect 
to go the same way if you 
would be like Him. The 
more spiritual you become 
the farther away from this 
world you wilF be. 

The Holy Ghost is now 
searching for a bride for Jesus. 
When Abraham’s - servant 
went in search for a bride for 
Isaac, he found Rebecca alone. 
She was not out at a party 
with gay companions. She 
was alone simply doing her 
duty. When the angel met 
the wife of Manoah who was 
to be the mother of Sampson 
she was all alone. He called 
upon her the second time 


while she sat in the fieid all a- 
lone. At this lonely meeting 
the Angel told her she should 
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bear a son who should begin 
to deliver Israel. When the 
angel met Zacharias to tell 
him his wife should bear him 
a son and he should call his 
name John he was alone. 
When the angel came to speak 
unto the virgin that was to be 
the mother of our Lord he did 
not have to go into a_ picture 
show, or festival or among gay 
companions and take her a- 
way from her rollicking girl 
iriends or away from the com- 
pany of some young man 
smoking a cigarette. but he 
found her alone. 

She was young and tender, 
just the right age to naturally 
seek after gay company, young 
companions, but she was a- 
Jone. She might have been 
tempted to think noone loved 
or cared for her. Those who 
might have been her compan- 
ions probably shunned her 
and she wandered out alone 
in deep meditation and won- 
cdered why the girls did not 
ike to associate with her. 
Probably wondered why she 
could not have a companion 
or chum as the other girls did, 
but noone cared to associate 
with her as a regular chum.

ny. She was not beautiful for 
she acknowledges she sun- 
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Dornt and black from toil in 
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the sun. She does not seek 
for worldly companions, but 
her whole soul is given to 
seeking Him whom her soul 
loveth. After some time of 
loneliness on the part of this 
young woman we read where 
she has found Him whom her 
soul loveth, and please notice 
the tender loving words of 
greeting as he meets her all 
alone, ‘‘Thou art beautiful, 
() my love.’’ She could well 
afford to be thrust out by the 
other girls and left alone just 
to be found by himand com- 
plimented like that. He says 
of her, ‘My dove, my undefil- 
ed is but one; * * * she is the 
ehoice one of her that bare 
her.*’ Notice one more exX- 
pression made to this lonely 
girl when she was found by 
him after having been shunned 
and despised by those expect- 
ed to be her friends, “How 
fair and how pleasant art thou, 
O love, for delights!” This 
was enough to pay her for all 
her lonely hours as she toiled 
in the hot san with no friends 
and no companions. 

This is a time for loneliness, 
Qur beloved Savior bas been 
goneso long. Weare waiting 
and longing and looking for 
lHlim whom welove more than all 
the world. He, too, is looking 
for those who are so far sepa- 
rated from the world that they 
are thrust out alone. Tle may 
come for as at the very time 
we feel so lonely. We may 
feel that we are forsaken by 
friends and even by God Him- 
seli, but a few loving words 
from His gracious lips will re- 
ward us for all the lonely hours. 
“Come away from carth and a- 
hide with me” spoken by our 
Lord when He comes tor His

‘‘Where is my wandering boy tonight?”’ 
this isan awful cry that comes from 
the lips of many sad mothers. Why 
are so many boys and girls gone astray? 
It is because parents fail to do their duty 
toward them. Dear parents, there is a 
right way to raise children and there isa 
wrong way. The Wise Man said, ‘*Train 
up a child in the way he should go; and 
when he is old, he will not depart from 
it..’ (Prov. 22:6). Dearreader, do you 
know that we are responsible for the way 
we raise our children? ‘‘ForI have told 
him that I would judge his house for ever 
tor iniquity which he knoweth; because 
his sons made themselves vile and he re- 
strained them not.’’—I Sam, 3;15. 

“Where is my wandering boy to- 
night: Is he in the saloon, around the 
vard table. in the dance hallor in the po- 
hee station”’’? Dear father or mother, 
are you bringing up your children in the 
way they should go? It depends on the 
way you bring them up as to where they 
will be when they get older. Some peo- 
ple seem to love their children too much 
to use the rod onthem. They are afraid 
to correct them and have them do that 
which is right lest they should hurt their 
feelings. Such love is faise and will lead 
the child down to hell. ‘‘He that spar- 
eth his rod hateth his son: but he that 
soveth him, chasteneth him betimes.’’ 
-Proy. 13:24, ‘‘Withhold not correction 
rrom the child; if thou beatest him with 
the red, he shall not die. Thou shalt 
beat him with the rod and shalt deliver 
his soul from hell ’’—Prov. 25:14. Yet 
we should always use wisdom and love 
when we use the rod of correction. 
Some who are unsaved often, in a pas- 
sion, punish the little ones severely when 
perhaps the child is innocent. This 
ought not so to be, especially among 
Christians. 

We should always know whether the 
child is guilty, then with thereproof mix 
wisdom and love that is from above. 

“The rod and reproof give wisdom: 
put a child left to himself bringeth his 
mother to shame.’’ Proy. 29: 15, 

When should we begin training them? 
Have the child do as he is bid from the 
time he is a yearoid, Never tell them to 
coanything that they cannot or should 
yot do: and when you tell them to doa 
thing see that they obey. God’s word 
says for children to chey their parents; 








but a great many par@nts obfy the'r chil- 
dren by letting them hay irown way. 
Always speak gently and&kindly, yet be 
positive. Do not promise the child any- 
thing and fail to fulfill your promise. 
To teach them to tell the truth means 
that we must set the example before 
them. Don’t tell them Santa Claus will 
come Christmas, for when they are older 
they willfind that you have told them 
a falsehood. Be very careful about the 
company your children keep. Some al- 
low their little folks to chew tobacco, 
smoke cigarettes, curse and use bad lan- 
guage. 

If I were to permit my child to do such 
things I would feel like Lhadturned him 
or her loose to their own destruction. 

‘“‘Where is my wandering boy to- 
night?’’ Many gray-haired fathers and 
mothers have stood before the har of jus- 
tice and heard an awful sentence passed 
upon them for the crimes they had com- 
mitted because of the way they had heen 
brought up, 

A child should never be allowed to 
run about or play over the church 
house during services. Some parents 
say: “Children wili be children.” It 
is true; yet if they are trained as 
they should be they will be the right 
kind of children. we can’t make old 
folks out of children but we can bring 
them up the way they should go and 
when they get old they won’t depart from 
it. ‘‘And ye fathers, provoke not your 
children to wrath: but bring them up in 
the nurture and admonition of the Lord.’’
